said Commission, together with the whole subject of 
textual revision of the Psalter, for further study, cor- 
rection and final revision, the result to be presented to 
the next General Convention. 


1922. RESOLVED, That the text of the Psalter be 
amended and revised in the particulars herewith sub- 
mitted in the Report of the Psalter Committee which 
is annexed to the Report of the Prayer Book Com- 
mission; together with such further verbal changes, 
or changes in punctuation, capitalization, or arrange- 
ment as may seem to the Commission to be demanded 
for accuracy or clarity, in perfecting the revision for 
final insertion in the Book of Common Prayer; and 
that the proposed alteration be made known to the 
several dioceses in order that it may be adopted at 
the next General Convention in accordance with the 
provisions of Article X of the Constitution.
